The arguments presented does not overcome the rejections. 
The 35 use 112 first paragraph rejection still stands. 

The claims 1,12-14 rejected under 35 USC 112 first also still stands, since applicants arguments 
are not convincing. Applicants claims have so many Rl-RlO substitutions, and if applicants 
arguments are stating that even similar isomers such as given above are not obvious, then how 
does one expect all the various large substitutions to be enabled? The prior art ligands also do not 
have any substituents hence there is very little predictability in the art that these would be 
enabled. Applicants do not have any examples and hence has not provided any guidance that all 
these would in fact all be enabled. 



Applicants argue that the initial burden is on the examiner to show that the substitutions would in 
fact change the properties. 

Applicants argue that the US "656 publication taught the similar various substitutions for 
example Fig 49, where Rl, R" and R'" are substitutions (e.g., alkyl or aryl) similar to Rl-RlO in 
claim 1.

Applicant's invention is drawn to a red luminescent compound. 

See paragraph 0002 on page 1 and paragraph 0013 page 3 of the specification. 

[0002] The present invention relates to a red luminescent compound 

electroluminescent device using the same, and more particularly, to luminescent compound and 
an organic electroluminescent device using offers improved luminescent efficiency and driving 
voltage characteristics. 

And [0013] It is therefore an object of the present invention to provide a red luminescent 
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compound with improved luminescent efficiency, an organic electroluminescent device and an 
image display using the red luminescent compound. 

Thus from the prior art it is evident that the substitutions show different luminescent properties. 
Applicants argue 

The examiner's reasoning is not sufficient to reject claims. The cited paragraph by the examiner 
teaches that the modification of the substituents may change the absorption properties. However, 
it does not say that the change (in the absorption properties) caused by the addition of alkyl or 
aryl is so significant that undue experiments may be required to determine the properties. 

The arguments are not found to be convincing The various heteroaryls and hetero groups , 
applicants have not provided the starting materials nor it is well known that changing the 
substitutions would change the properties. Thus in view of the art applicants need to provide 
more or else it would be undue experimentation.
